DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 5 require playback -time positions to be displayed on a 
time line, where a selected item of still image data is linked to (i) a first playback time 
position of selected audio when the selected item of still image data is inserted in a first 
image display area (displaying all items of still image data linked with audio data in a 
playback order) and (ii) a second playback time position when selected item of still 
image data is inserted into the timeline area. Further, claims 1 and 5 require the first 
playback time position to be calculated from a position at which the selected item of still 
image data is inserted and the second playback position to be specified with a pointer 
on the timeline when the selected item of still image data is inserted in the timeline area. 

Balabanovic et al. do not disclose or suggest a timeline where a playback 
position is specified with a pointer on the timeline when a selected item of still image 
data is inserted in the timeline area. Further, the combination of Balabanovic et al., 
Kobayashi et al., and Masuda et al., does not disclose or suggest the features 
described above and required by independent claims 1 and 5.
